THE  HAMPDEN  PERSECUTION. 

A  troublesome  disputant  of  Doctor  Johnson’s 
(lay  maintained  than  a  conge  d'elire  had  not  the 
force  of  a  command,  but  was  to  be  considered  only 
as  a  strong  recommendation.  “Sir,”  observed 
Johnson,  “  it  is  such  a  recommendation  as  if  I  should 
throw  you  out  of  a  two-pair-of-stairs’  window,  and 
recommend  you  to  fall  soft.”  To  this  it  nevertheless 
may  be  replied,  that  where  those  who  arc  thrown  out 
of  window  have  it  in  their  power  to  fall  soft,  they  are 
fools  for  their  pains  if  they  prefer  to  fall  othenfise. 
The  High  Church  party  have  committed  many 
h’linders,  but  the  greatest  of  all  is  their  movement 
against  the  rights  of  the  Crown  in  the  appointment 
of  Doctor  Hampden. 

That  these  rights  arc  plain  and  indisputp.ble,  we 
are  not  aware  that  any  one  has  been  found  hardy 
enough  to  deny.  The  Dean  of  Hereford’s  memorial 
talks  of  “  the  strong  hand  of  power,”  as  the  Bishop 
of  Exeter’s  letter  brawled  against  “the  Magna 
Charta  of  tyranny  but  both  these  learned  persons 
are  thoroughly  aware  that  the  right  by  which  the 
one  holds  his  deanery  and  the  other  his  bishopric  is 
in  fact  and  truth  no  other  than  that  of  the  power 
and  tyranny  they  thus  clamour  against.  Remove  it, 
abolish  the  practical  supremacy  of  the  Crown,  and 
conceive  the  consequence.  The  league  of  the  High- 
Church  faction  would  not  survive  their  victory  for  a 
(lay — well  if  the  Church  itself  survived  it.  Its  prac¬ 
tical  power  and  efficacy  arc,  in  reality,  much  more  in 
ifsue  than  the  secular  predominance  of  tlie  Crown.  A I

In  1836  he  was  nominated  Regius  Professor  of 
Divinity  by  the  head  of  the  Whig  Govern¬ 
ment.  Then  it  was  that  microscopic 
malevolence  detected  heresies,  till  then 
invisible,  in  the  Bampton  Lectures  of 
four  years  old  ;  upon  which,  a  vote  of 
censure  was  carriea  in  Convocation,  by  a 
monstrous  coalition  of  Tractarians  and 
anti-Tractarians,  who  merged  for  the 
occasion  their  theological  diiTerences  in 
their  common  political  rancour.  But, 
notwithstanding  this, , 

In  1842  he  was  elected,  by  the  Heads  of  Houses, 
Chairman  of  a  Theological  Board  of  Ex¬ 
aminers,  without,  as  far  as  we  are  aware, 
the  slightest  opposition. 

Prior  to  1836,  therefore,  the  University,  by  its 
silence,  virtually  declared  him  to  be 
unworthy  of  a  vote  of  censure. 

Aud  subsequently  to  1 836,  the  University,  by  a 
public  act.  virtually  rescinded  its 
vote  of  censure. 

Such  is  a  brief  and  succinct  statement  of  the 
case  of  Doctor  Hampden.  Nor  is  this  all.  Of 
the  hostile  majority  who  procured  the  vote  of 
censure,  one  section  afterwards  endeavoured  to 
cancel  it ;  another  protested  against  the  compe¬ 
tency  of  the  very  tribunal  before  which  they  had 
dragged  Doctor  Hampden,  upon  being  cited  before 
it  themselves  in  the  person  of  Mr  Ward  ;  and  a 
third  went  over  to  the  Church  of  Rome.  It  is  not 
impossible  that  on  the  day  of  election  to  the  bishopric  | 
of  Hereford  the  Reverend  Mr  Newman  may  reach

Tho  object  of  Dr  Ham{>den’s  Bampton  liecturos 
was  avowedly  to  “  in<iuire  into  the  effect  of  the 
Scholastic  Philosophy  on  the  la)\guage  of  certain 
formularies  of  our  belief.”  It  was*  a  task  involving 
the  utmost  niceties  of  philosophical  reasoning,  and 


of  necesvsity  the  freuueut  use  of  terms  slkd  phrases 
somewhat  new  to  religious  discussion.  Eminently 


it  wns  a  task  w'hich  iiu|)08ed  upon  all  that  should 
sit  in  candid  judgment  on  its  execution,  a  liberal 


and  charitable  interpretation  of  the  obscurities  and 
difficulties  incident  to  words.  Yet  upon  words  in¬ 
volving  none  of  tho  essentials  of  faith  has  tho  entire 
charge  of  heresy  lieen  trumped  up. 

We  cannot  undertake  to  say  that  Doctor  Hamp¬ 
den  is  a  very  clear  'writer,  or  that  what  ho  thus 

firoposcd  was  even  capable  of  satisfactory  treatment ; 
)ut  it  is  our  firm  liclief,  not  lightly  taken  up,  that 
there  is  not  a  syllabic  to  l>e  found  in  his  Bampton 
Lectures,  by  any  one  who  keeps  their  purpose 
honestly  in  view,  inconsistent  with  the  detailed  and 
full  confession  of  orthodoxy  contained  in  his  letter 
to  Lord  .lohn  Russell  published  a  few  days  since.

Another  circumstance,  especially  deserving  of 
notice,  we  must  not  omit  from  this  recital.  Doctor 
Hampden  holds  the  rectory  of  Ewelme,  which  is 
attached  to  the  Regius  Professorship.  Now  every 
clergyman,  previous  to  his  being  admitted  to  any 
benefice,  must  make  an  explicit  declaration  of  his 
loyalty  and  orthodoxy,  by  signing,  in  the  manner 
following,  these  three  articles:  I.  The  Royal  Su¬ 
premacy.  2.  Assent  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 
3.  Assent  to  the  Thirty- nine  Articles.  “  I,  A.  B., 
do  willingly,  and  ex  animo,  subscribe  to  these  three 
articles  above-mentioned,  and  to  all  things  that  are 
contained  in  them.”  From  which  it  clearly  appears 
that  the  only  ecclesiastical  authority  that  could 
legally  take  cognizance  of  Doctor  Hampden’s  theo¬ 
logical  opinions  in  the  year  1836  was  his  diocesan, 
the  present  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  ;  and  that,  by 
admitting  him  to  the  rectory  of  Ewolme,  this  prelate

In  another  letter  ho  is  more  emphatic  ;  and  this  was 
written  while  the  original  Oxford  persecution  wae 
in  its  full  fury.  “  Hampden  is  doing  what  real 
Christian  reformers  have  ever  done,  what  the  Pro- 
I  testarits  did  with  Catholicism,  and  the  Apostles  with 
Judaism.  He  upholds  the  Articles  as  true  in  sub¬ 
stance,  he  maintains  their  usefulness,  and  the  truth 
and  importance  of  their  doctrines ;  but  he  sees  that 
the  time  is  come  when  their  phraseology  requires  to 
be  protested  against,  as  having,  in  fact,  obstruct^ 
and  embarrass^  the  reception  of  the  very  truths 
which  they  intend  to  inculcate.  He  is  engaged  in

The  question 
now  is,  therefore,  what  view  the  Archbishop  will 
take  of  his  duty  in  the  matter  ;  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  object  of  certain  intended  proceedings  and 
citations  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Oiurts  is  to  give  him 
the  opportunity  of  pleading  to  the  Crown  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  delay  till  the  question  of  orthodoxy  is 
legally  set  at  rest.

We  say  that  Doctor  Hampden  has  already  under¬ 
gone  his  trial ;  and  we  defy  any  one  to  suggest  a 
^esh  tribunal  that  would  not  now  be  a  delusion,  a 
jQiockery,  and  a  snare. 

But  let  the  true  friends  of  the  Church  of  England 
Bee  the  question  as  it  really  is.  It  is  not  aUum  for 
Doctor  Hampden’s  orthodoxy,  hut  the  hope  to  try  a 
Buccessful  fall  with  the  Crown.

IRISn  FREEDOMS  OF  THE  PRESS. 

A  nobleman  or  gentleman  who  wishes  to  preserve 
a  respectable  character  in  Ireland  must  have  acare  of 
contradicting  any  unfounded  newspaper  report  of  out- 
rages  against  him.  The  Marquis  of  Drogheda  has  not 
!  observed  this  mle  of  prudence,  and  has  incurred  the 
j  serious  displeasure  of  the  Dufifin  /CiYninp  MaU^  and 
actually  forfeited  his  title  to  encomiastic  epithets  in 
I  that  journal.  The  example  may  serve  as  a  warning 
i  to  others,  never  to  think  of  correcting  a  misrepre- 
jsentation,  but,  on  the  contrary,  to  ac<]uiesce  in  it, 
and  conform  to  it. 

The  circumstances  were  these  : — The  Dublin  Kxrn- 
ing  Mail  published  this  paragraph  ;

EVENTS  OF  THE  WEEK. 

It  is  often  useful  to  listen  to  what  disinterested 
third  parties  say  of  family  differences  and  squab¬ 
bles.  The  Journal  det  Delatt  has  thrown  out 
some  piquant  remarks  on  the  opposition  of 
our  High-Church  party  to  the  admission  of 
Jews  into  Parliament.  The  writer  argues  that 
the  Anglican  Church  appears  to  be  in  suffici¬ 
ently  good  case  to  keep  its  own  against  a  few 
Jewish  members  of  Parliament.  If  Christianity 
is  not  robust  and  flourishing  in  England,  the 
French  critic  thinks,  it  is  not  from  lack  of 
nourishment.  “  If  the  Church  of  England  were 
to  die  or  fall  away,  it  would  certainly  not  be  from 
inanition.”  J'he  Debntn  adverts  to  the  revenues 
of  the  Church,  as  stated  in  the  debate  on  Mr 
Horsman’s  motion,  and  contrasts  the  annual 
lo,0(X>^.  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the 
of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  and  the  10,000/. 
of  the  Bishop  of  London,  with  the  1,000/.  per 
annum  of  French  Archbishops,  and  the  COO/, 
per  annum  of  French  Bishops.  “It  will  be 
seen,”  adds  our  grave  sly  commentator,  “  that  the 
situation  of  the  English  clergy  is  not  so  very  bad. 
We  know  not  how  real  religion  flourishes  in  Eng¬ 
land,  but  the  Established  Church  is  in  very  goode 
case  indeed.” 

A  very  well-timed  and  useful  lecture  has  been 
read  by  Mr  Commissioner  Holroyd  to  the  traders 
of  England,  on  the  bankruptcy  of  one  Quincey,  a 
tin-plate  worker.  The  bankrupt,  it  appears,  suc¬ 
ceeded  to  the  business  he  carried  on  in  1834.  His 
balance-sheet  extends  over  a  period  of  thirteen 
years.  In  April,  1810,  said  Mr  Holroyd,  the 
bankrupt  w'as  under  acceptances  to  one  house  to 
the  amount  of  30,000/. 

A  pystem  of  apparently  unrestricted  accommodation  had 
bf'cn  Koiii"  on  lor  some  years  between  tlie  bankrupt  and  some 
utber  trading  firms  in  siieeession.  At  the  time  of  the  bank-  | 
luptcy  \\\ibona-Hite  debt  to  Messrs  Ricketts, .lames,  and  (’o. 
for  ^oods  bouslit  and  money  lent  by  tlie  three  successive 
firms  of  Vi^jors  and  Co.,  Trevelyan  Jamei,  and  Ricketts, 
Janies,  and  Co.,  w.os  about  19,000/.  This  was  met  by  bills, 
many  of  which  bad  been  renewed  from  time  to  time;  and 
there  were  other  acceptances  of  the  bankrupt  in  circulation 
for  the  accommodation  of  Ricketts,  James,  and  Co.,  amount¬ 
ing  to  about  12.000/.  The  total  amount  of  credits  for  value 
and  liabilities  is  above  02,000/.,  bv  far  the  greater  portion  of 
which  is  represented  by  bill-holders  ;  and  the  assets  will 
range  between  10,000/.  and  12,000/.  Now,  a  business  cannot 
be  deemed  prosperous  unless  the  value  of  the  annual  produce 
exceeds  that  of  the  annual  consumption.  The  present  case, 
unfortunately,  continued  for  some  years  previous  to  the 
bankruptcy  to  exhibit  a  reverse  picture.  The  natural  con- 
sequence  of  this  would  have  been  a  decrease  in  the  capital, 
and  a  corresponding  diminution  in  the  annual  produce. 
What,  then,  was  the  bankrupt’s  resource  1  The  transactions 
of  his  trade  were  provided  for  by  hills  of  exchange  ;  and,  as 
his  total  expenditure  very  much  exceeded  his  revenue,  in 
order  to  meet  the  deficiency,  hills  to  a  large  amount  were 
dr.iwn  or  .occcntanccs  given,  and  when  they  became  due  were 
paid  by  other  bills  with  accumulated  interest  and  commis¬ 
sion.  This  system  is  repeated  from  time  to  time,  and 
further,  notwithstanding  the  inability  of  the  bankrupt  to 
meet  his  own  bills,  he  became  partv  to  a  similar  course  of 
proceeding  for  the  accommodation  o(  others,  with  whom  he 
bad  large  dealings.  That  learned  and  powerful  writer, 
Adam  Smith,  in  speaking  of  the  evils  of  this  system  and  the 
loss  which  must  arise  from  any  such  operation,  says,  *  The 
project  of  replenishing  cofTers  in  this  manner  may  be  com¬ 
pared  to  that  of  a  man  who  had  a  water-pond  from  which  a 
stream  was  continually  running  out  and  into  which  no  stream 
was  running,  but  who  proposed  to  keep  it  always  equally  full 
by  employing  a  nuniMr  of  people  to  go  contimully  with 
buckets  to  a  well  some  miles  distant,  in  order  to  bring  water 
to  replenish  it.'  This  caso  then  appears  lo  me  to  afford  a 
striking  example  of  the  great  abuse  which  may  he  made  in 
the  circulation  of  paper  securities.” 

This  was  not  all.  The  books  of  the  concern 
bad  been  inaccurately  kept,  and  the  expenses  of 
the  bankrupt  greater  than  his  circumstances  war¬ 
ranted  : 

"The  mismanagement  of  his  trade,  for  we  can  call  it 
nothing  else,  when  we  look  to  the  trade  expenses  (66,840/.) 
as  compared  with  the  profits  (69,195/.),  20  per  cent,  on  the 
net  amount  of  sales,  and  the  excess  of  his  housekeeping  and 
family  expenditure  (22,610/.),  as  compared  with  his  net 
profits,  mar  all,  1  think,  be  easily  accounted  for  by  the  con- 
fusion  of  nis  accounts,  his  never  '  taking  stock,*  and  his 
consequent  ignorance  of  the  real  state  of  his  affairs.  Re¬ 
viewing  the  whole  of  this  case,  I  think  the  bankrupt  was 
guiltv  of  great  negligence  and  indiscretion  in  a  business 
wbicli  required  extraordinary  circumspection  and  prudence.” 

For  these  reasons  the  Court  adjudged  that  the 
allowance  of  the  certifleate  should  be  suspended 
for  one  year  from  the  day  of'  the  applica¬ 
tion.  'rhis  was  lenient  enough,  considering  the 
antecedents.  But  possibly  the  Court  may  have 
been  of  opinion  that  Mr  Quincey  ought  not  to  be 
made  a  scape-TOat  for  sins  in  which  there  are  too 
many  to  keep  him  in  countenance.

Mr  Weiss,  Mr  Whitworth,  and  Mr  ReoTes  had 
leading  parts.  We  never  heard  the  first-named 
singer  to  such  advantage,  though  much  of  his  music 
was  very  difiicult  of  execution.  '  Mr  Whitworth 
seemed  ill  at  ease,  and  did  not  confinn  the  favour¬ 
able  impression  he  made  in  Lucva.  Mr  Reeves 
was  admirable.  His  style  is  not  exactly  suited  to 
the  ballad,  but  nothing  could  be  better  than  his 
dramatic  execution  throughout.  He  is  undoubtedly 
the  best  English  tenor  we  have  had  upon  our  stage 
for  very  many  years.  The  choruses  were  under  ex¬ 
cellent  discipline,  the  orchestra  first  rate,  and  every 
demonstration  of  enthusiastic  success  attended  the 
fall  of  the  curtain. 

All  the  old  magical,  nautical,  gorgeous,  and  most 
extravagant  effects  of  the  Adelphi,  were  revived  and 
outdone  in  a  new  Spectacle  on  Monday  night.

His  Grace’s 
answer  is  expressed  in  the  coldest  possible  tone  ;  he 
entrenches  himself  behind  ofiicial  forms,  and  replies 
with  the  logic  of  the  Horse  Guards.  He  was  no 
longer  Commander-in-Chief,  and  could  not  recom¬ 
mend  ;  his  relations  with  the  Peninsular  army  oeased 
in  1814,  and  therefore  the  claims  of  the  men  who 
composed  it  were  obliterated  from  his  memory.  The 
Duke  says  it  was  no  part  of  his  duty  to  interfere  with 
Government  in  the  bestowal  of  honorary  distinctions  ; 
and  that  excepting  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the 
Sovereign,  he  has  never  interfered  in  such  a^airs. 
But  his  Grace  had  forgotten  that  his  despatch  to 
the  Duke  of  York,  dated  Orville,  28th  June,  1815, 
was  wound  up  with  the  following  paragraph  : 

“  I  would  likewise  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your  Royal 
Highness  the  ex'pedinvcv  of  giving  to  the  non-commis¬ 
sioned  ofiicers  and  soldiers  engaged  in  the  battle  of 
Waterloo  a  medal.  I  am  convinced  it  would  have 
the  best  efifect  in  the  army,  and  if  that  battle  should 
settle  our  concerns,  they  well  deserve  it.” 

To  suggest,  we  presume,  is  to  interfere. 

When  the  late  Duke  of  Kent  communicated  his 
“desire  ’*  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington  that  the  third 
battalion  of  the  Royals  should  wear  a  distinguishing 
badge  for  their  services  under  his  command — in  the 
Peninsula,  observe — his  Grace  (see  his  despatch  from 
Brussels,  April  13th,  1815)  had  no  difficulty  in 
adopting  the  suggestion.  It  is  true  his  relations  with 
the  Peninsular  army  ceased  in  1814,  but  then  the 
applicant  was  a  royal  Duke, — not  merely  a  frag¬ 
ment  of  that  great  army  with  which  he  “  could  have

GERMANY. 

Mediation  in  Switzerland.— Letters  from  Vienna  of 
the  14th  inst.  announce  the  departure  for  Paris  of  M 
Radowitch  and  Count  Coloredo,  the  two  commissioners 
ap^inted  by  Pmssia  and  Austria  to  the  conference  on 
Swiss  affairs,  which,  it  is  now  said,  will  be  held  in  tbs 
French  capital,  and  not  at  Neufchatel. 

Abolition  of  the  Censorship  op  the  Press  in  Ba¬ 
varia. — Prom  the  1st  of  January,  1848,  the  censorship 
will  no  longer  apply  to  articles  concerning  the  affairs  cf 
the  country.  On  and  after  the  above  date,  none  but  the 
following  will  be  subject  to  a  provisional  censorship  (lor- 
lausigen  ceruur)  :  Subjects  relative  to  foreign  politics  ; 
articles  transgressing  any  existing  penal  law ;  and  attacks 
against  the  honour  of  private  persons. 

The  Condemned  Poles. — The  *  Universal  Gazette  of 
Prussia,’  of  the  12th,  states  that  the  eight  Poles  con¬ 
demned  to  death  have  had  their  sentence  commuted  to 
perpetual  imprisonment. 

BELGIUM.

TURKEY.

A  oalition  has  taken 
place  between  Reschid  Pacha  and  the  party  of  which 
Riza  Pacha  is  the  head  ;  and  the  latter  has  been  nomi¬ 
nated  commander-in-chief,  and  has  promised  his  co-ope¬ 
ration  in  various  important  measures  of  reform  and  pro¬ 
gress  proposed  by  Reschid.  Sai'd  Pacha  hti;  been 
dismissed.  The  Turkish  fleet  had  arrived  at  the  Gulden 
Horn,  and  a  report  was  circulated  that  Capudan  Pacha 
was  to  be  dismissed.  The  news  from  Albania  continued 
to  be  satisfactory.  The  army  had  taken  up  its  winter 
quarters,  and  the  most  perfect  order  prevailed  in  the 
province.  Some  eases  of  cholera  had  continued  to  ^ 
reported  in  the  week  ending  the  5th,  but  the  epidemic 
was  so  inconsiderable  that  no  importance  was  attached  to 
it.  The  Greeco-Turkish  Question  remains  still  without

INDIA. — T^  Bombay  overland  mail  of  the  15th  No- 
veraber  hae  arrived,  but  the  accounte  are  only  three  days 
later  than  those  received  last  week.  India  was  tranquil. 
Prom  lAhore  we  learn  that  the  Duseera  feetival  had 
passed  over  in  quiet.  Sir  F.  Currie  was  namsd  to  succeed 
Colonel  Lawrence  on  the  departure  of  the  latter  from  the 
Punjab,  where  he  had  performed  the  duties  of  British 
plenipotentiary.  From  Affgbanistan  we  bear  that  Dhost 
Mahomed  was  eager  to  have  heavy  guns,  and  had  en¬ 
ticed  some  of  the  gun-founders  from  Peshawur  to  gratify 
bis  wishes.  With  heavy  guns  the  passes  of  the  moun¬ 
tains  would,  it  is  said,  ^  rendered  impregnable.  From 
Scinde  there  it  no  news  of  interest.  The  Governor- 
General,  Lord  Hardinge,  arrived  at  Meerut  on  the  1st  of 
November,  and  proceeded  to  Cawnpore  on  the  2ad  of  that 
month.  His  lordship  was  to  remain  at  Cawnpore  some 
days,  and  to  proceed  thence  to  Lucknow,  where  the  King 
of  Oude  was  making  preparations  for  his  reception.  A 
number  of  robbers  had  collectetl  under  a  native  rajah, 
and  were  about  to  plunder  the  Oude  districts  ;  but  they 
were  routed  by  Captain  Magness,  with  some  of  the  native 
force#.  The  Nisam’s  country  continued  in  its  usual  dis¬ 
turbed  state.  The  Prime  Minister  had  temlered  his  re¬ 
signation  in  consequence  of  his  inability  to  govern,  while 
the  Sovereign  was  labouring  to  paralyse  all  the  efforts 
made  to  arrange  the  finances.  The  Gooinsoor  districts 
remained  in  their  former  unwttled  state.  The  Rajah  of 
Ungool  had  not  yet  made  his  submission.  The  line  of 
conduct  ordered  te  be  adopted  towards  those  mfraetory 
districts  bad  not  yet  been  carried  into  effect.  The  Scinde 
prise-money  wae  expected  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  orders 
came  from  the  supreme  government  for  the  purpose. 
The  government  had  returned  part  of  the  prise  property 
as  belonging  to  the  Ameer's  private  estate,  to  the  amount 
of  three  Iscs;  but  that  sum  was  paid  to  the  prise  frind, 
by  order  of  the  court  of  directors,  so  that  no  diminution 
is  to  take  place  in  the  payments.

Sir  L.  O’BRIEN  thanked  the  house  fur  its  liberality 
towards  Ireland  during  the  calamity  with  which  it  had 
recently  been  visited,  and  drew  its  attention  very  briefly  to 
the  dimeuit  circumstances  in  which  the  Irish  gentry  were  at 
present  placed,  expressing  a  hope  that  every  exertion 
necessary  would  bo  made  by  parliament  for  the  relief  of 
distress  m  Ireland. 

Mr  HERRIES  hoped  that  Mr  Spooner  would  not  press 
his  aineiidmeut.  He  certainly  regretted  that  so  little  atten* 
tion  had  been  given  to  the  embarrassments  of  tho  manu¬ 
facturing  interests,  and  the  condition  of  the  operatives.  It 
was  his  intention  to  bring  forward  a  motion  in  rcfercnco  te 
this  subject  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  after  the  recess. 

Lord  J.  RUSSELL,  in  replying  to  the  different  questions 
which  had  been  put  to  him,  in  the  first  place  informed 
Sir  L.  O’Brien  and  tho  house  that  no  further  parliamentary 
aid  would  be  given  to  Ireland  until  all  the  means  \  ' '  ' 

by  the  poor  law  and  otherwise,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in 
that  country,  had  been  exhausted.  As  to  Mr  Gladstone’s 
question  in  reference  to  the  navigation  laws,  he  was  not  at 
present  prepared  to  say  when  any  measure,  if  any,  affecting 
them  would  be  introduced  ;  nor  could  he,  until  the  condition 
of  the  revenue  for  the  current  year  was  better  known,  t-y 
what  measure  might  be  brought  forward  in  rcfercnco  to  the 
subject.  But  should  any  bill  founded  on  the  report  of  tho 
committee  be  introduced,  it  would  be  so  in  sufficient  lime  to 
enable  all  parties  to  give  to  the  subject  the  fullest  attention. 

In  reply  to  Lord  Lincoln,  the  noble  lord  observed  that  such  his  produce,  on  t  ‘ 
information  as  had  been  received  in  rcfcrenco  to  emigration  dere<l,  then  sliot  dead 
would  be  laid,  os  soon  as  possible,  upon  the  table  of  tho  ' 
house.  He  was  sorry  to  say  that  in  Canada  a  great  pre¬ 
judice  had  arisen  against  emigration  from  this  country, 
having  its  origin  in  the  destitute  condition  of  tho  emigrants 
of  this  year.  AH  the  information  on  the  subject,  of  which 
the  government  would  be  iu  possession,  would  be  presented 
to  the  house  immediately  after  tho  recess. 

Sir  B.  HALL  reminded  such  Irish  members  as  lived  in 
expectation  of  further  aid  from  the  imperial  treasury  of  tho 
destitute  condition  ot  tho  poor  iu  this  country,  no  less  than 
one  out  of  every  seventeen  in  one  of  the  parisnes  which  he 
represented  being  at  present  in  receipt  of  parochial  relief. 

After  some  further  conversation,  Mr  Spooner  withdrew 
his  amendment,  and  the  motion  for  the  adjournment  was 
carried. 

HEALTH  OF  TOWNS. 

Lord  MORPETH  gave  notice  that  he  would,  on  Thursday, 
the  10th  of  February,  move  fur  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for 
improving  the  public  health. 

The  committee  on  privileges  was  then  nominated.

HR]  HER V  AT  ELECTIONS. 

Lord  BROUGHAM  observed  that  the  circumstances 
attending  the  late  general  election  had  more  than  ever  con¬ 
vinced  him  of  the  absolute  necessity  for  the  enactment  of 
some  stringent  provisions  with  regard  to  bribery  at  elections. 
If  the  government,  after  the  recess,  did  not  introduce  a  bill 
for  its  effectual  repression,  he  himself  would  deem  it  his 
duty  to  do  so;  and  he  threw  out,  as  a  hint,  the  propriety  of 
embodying  in  any  measure  which  might  be  presented  to 
parliament  for  this  purpose  a  provision  compelling  every 
member  of  the  lower  house  to  make  a  declaration,  before 
taking  his  seat,  that  neither  by  himself,  nor  by  his  agent  or 
friends,  had  he  purchased  electoral  support,  either  by  reward 
or  the  promise  of  reward. 

ADJOURNMENT  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

Tlic  Maniuis  of  LANSDOWNE  moved  the  adjournment 
of  the  house  until  the  3rd  of  Februar)’. 

The  Earl  of  ELLEN  BOROUGH  thought  that,  in  the 
pre>ent  state  of  Ireland,  it  was  monstrous  to  propose  so  long 
an  adjournment.  They  had  passed  a  measure  with  the  results 
of  which  they  were  as  yet  unacquainted,  and  it  was  in¬ 
judicious  to  propose  so  long  a  recess,  in  the  face  of  tho  pro¬ 
bability  that  still  more  stringent  measures  might  be  required 
for  the"  pacification  of  Ireland.  There  were  but  two  measures 
of  the  government  during  the  short  session  which  deserved 
the  appellation  of  stringent — one  of  them  being  a  measure 
for  the  admission  of  a  few  millionaires  into  parliament,  and 
tbe  other  one  the  only  result  of  which  would  be  to  throw  a 
firebrand  amongst  the  clergy. 

Tho  Mar(|uis  of  L.\NSDOWNE  defended  the  course  pur¬

Crofton  has  been  followed  by  the  flight  of  Lord  Clements, 
who,  as  the  only  means  of  saving  his  life,  is  compelled  to 
swell  the  long  list  of  Irish  absentees.

Sir  Richard 
O’Donnell,  whose  indefatigable  exertions  for  the  relief  of 
I  the  destitute,  and  for  the  permanent  inqiruvemeiit  of  the 
condition  of  the  peasantry,  have  been  most  justly  lauded 
in  parliament,  The  ‘  Banner  of  Ulster’  contains  tlio 
following  : — ‘‘  Kockite  Notices  in  the  County  Down.— We 
were  lust  night  informed  that  the  Rev.  J  R.  Moure  ami 
George  Shaw,  Esq.— -the  former  a  trustee  and  the  latter 
fan  agent  for  the  Aniicsley’s  estate,  both  residing  a  short 
distance  from  Custlcwullaii — have  received  threateniug 
notices,  tvith  the  figure  of  a  cuilin  ut  tho  lica<l  of  each.’ 

Denunciations  from  the  Altar. — A  corresjiondcucf 
has  taken  place  between  the  Earl  of  Arundel  and 
Surrey  and  Archbishop  M'llale,  arising  out  of  a  well- 
timed  letter  addressed  by  tho  former,  on  the  subject  of 
the  late  murders  in  Ireland,  and  the  violent  language 
which  certain  Catholic  priests  are  said  to  have  addressed 
to  the  peasantry.  The  scope  and  object  of  Lord  Arundel  s 
letter  will  appear  in  the  following  extract : — “  How 
bitter  it  is  to  my  heart  that  I  cannot  defend  the  Irish 
Church  in  my  intercourse  with  my  friends,  or  against  the 
attacks  of  violent  opponents  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
It  is  not  of  the  fearful  crime  of  murder  by  individuals 
of  the  peasantry  that  I  wish  to  speak,  however  shocking 
such  cold-blooded  revenge  appears  to  those  at  a  distaucf . 
Nor  do  I  wish  to  notice  the  frequent  connivance  of  tl  e 
peasantry  in  the  escape  of  the  assassin.

Stati  of  Distress. — A  striking  evidence  of  the  extent 
to  which  distress  prevails  at  the  present  moment  in  the 
metropolis  is  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Mendicity 
Society,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  number  of  ap¬ 
plications  for  relief  to  the  society  have  this  year  amounted 
to  nearly  54,000,  being  24,000  more  than  last  year, 

Nbwspapke.s  and  Railways. — The  sale  of  newspapers 
and  perioilicals  at  the  different  railway  stations  in 
London  is  becoming  so  profitable,  that  the  companies  now 
exact  a  rent  from  the  venders  for  the  privilege.  It  is 
said  that  the  sale  of  papers  and  periodicals  at  the 
Londoii-bridge  station  returns  a  profit  of  ten  guineas  a- 
week,  and  that  the  directors  have  put  the  privilege  up  to 
competition  at  a  high  figure.  The  rent  payable  for  this 
privilege  at  the  Euston  station  is  at  the  rate  of  60/.  per 
annum,  though,  until  lately,  the  privilege  was  accorded 
free  of  payment. 

Repeal  of  the  Window  Tax. — On  Thursday  a  nu¬ 
merous  meeting  of  the  rate-payers  of  the  parish  of  St 
Martin  in  the  fields  was  held,  to  adopt  resolutions  for  a 
repeal  of  the  window  tax.  It  was  resolved,  ^  That  it 
was  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  that  the  window  tax  was 
detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  metropolis,  and  should 
be  immediately  abolished,  and  that  a  petition  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  Parliament  to  that  effect."

origin  of  his  acquaintance  with  Wotherspoon,  and  which 
he  desired  to  be  expunged.  He  said  that,  after  the  mo.st 
careful  search,  he  could  not  find  the  letters  which  he 
thought  would  establish  that  statement,  and  since  Jiis 
severe  illness  he  felt  that  he  could  not  rclvon  his  memory. 
He  also  wished  to  correct  his  evidence  bv  supplying  an 
omission,  and  by  stating  that  Charritie  had  applied  to  him 
for  a  cadetship.  This  unfortunate  appointment  was,  he 
said,  made  without  the  least  suspicion  on  his  part  that 
raonev  had  been  given  for  it,  that  ho  bad  seen  the  young 
man,  who  appeared  to  him  in  every  respect  one  to  do  credit 
to  tiie  appointment,  ami  therefore  he  had  appointed  him. 
Until  that  time  Charritie  had  never  been  inentioned  by 
Sir  W.  Young,  nor  was  hr  thought  of  until  this  tale  of  the 
gift  of  the  appointment  to  Wotherspoon,  on  account  of  the 
acquaintance  arising  from  the  law  agency  could  no  longer 
bo  supported.  On  the  21st  of  October  Wotherspoon  was 
examined  before  the  secret  comniittf-c.

— Mr  IVacnok,  tlie  Post-office  solicitor, 
said,  since  the  present  sninmuns  had  been  issued  1,476 
letters  had  passed  tlnongli  the  cuvernment  office  from 
him  in  the  same  manner,  and  he  would  be  required  to 
psv  the  postage  upon  them  also. 

IJancing  Tin:  Polk.v. — At  Gnildhal!,  on  Wcdno.sday, 
Mr  Mead,  a  b.arrister's  clerk,  w.ss  summoned  for  having 
assaulted  Mr  Andrewrs.  On  Mond.iv  evening  a  private 
ball  was  given  by  the  complainant’s  sister.  Miss  Andrewes, 
at  which  her  brother  uiid  tlie  defendant  were  present. 
During  the  evening  Mr  Mead  and  one  of  complainant’s 
sisters  danced  the  polka  together,  upon  which  Mr  An¬ 
drewes,  who  consitl^red  the  defenduni’s  “  mode  of  dancing 
it  highly  improper,”  went  up  to  him,  and,  in  the  presence 
of  a  number  of  persons,  kicked  him  in  the  ball-room.  On 
the  following  morning  Mr  Mead  waited  in  the  Temple 
for  Mr  Andrewes,  as  he  was  goittg  tt*  his  business,  and 
walking  up  to  him,  said,  “  Are  you  prepared  to  make  a 
humble  apology  for  kicking  nte  la.st  night?  to  which 
complainant  replied:  “  As  soon  as  }oii  make  an  apology 
for  the  manner  in  which  you  danced  with  my  sister,  not 
until  then.”  The  defendant  immediately  struck  him  over 
the  head,  as  many  as  a  dozen  times,  with  a  thick  stick. 
The  violence  used  was  such  us  to  break  a  stick  which 
complainant  held  up  to  defend  hiinself. — Alderman  Gibbs 
•aid  it  was  evident  Mr  Andrewes  had  himself  committed 
the  first  assault. — Mr  Mead  said  that  the  Misses  Andrewes 
were  then  present  in  court,  and  could  state  whether  he  had 
niiconducted  himself. — Two  of  the  complainant’s  sisters 
•aid  they  attended  to  speak  in  favour  of  the  defendant,  and 
that  whatever  their  brother  got  he  richly  deserved.  He 
had  no  business  at  the  ball,  ns  he  hud  never  been  invited.

Cruelty  of  an  Oriental  Prince. — The  last  Over- , 
land  Mail  brings  the  account  of  a  strange  act  of  cruelty  on  | 
tho  part  of  the  Nizam’s  brother.  Having  detected  his : 
wife  in  some  crime,  he  caused  hor  to  be  enclosed  in  a  room  : 
built  up  around  her,  and  seven  of  her  slave  girls  to  be  | 
locked  up  In  another  apartment,  having  only  eyelet  holes  | 
through  which  he  could  witness  their  dying  agonies.  The  ^ 
relatives  of  the  wife  interfered,  hut  in  vain ;  they  were  i 
obliged  to  obtain  troops  to  attack  the  house,  when  she  taas  ; 
released,  nearly  dead,  from  the  horrible  dungeon.  * 

OuiLTT,  BUT  Acquitted.— A  singular  circumatanee 
occurred  at  the  Manchester  sessions  one  dav  last  week. 
An  IndietmoQt  had  been  sent  up  to  the  grand  iiiry  against 
a  woman  for  stealing  music,  but,  deeming  the  evidence 
IntnlBdent,  they  found  no  bill  against  her.  Instead 
kouevtr*  of  cniting  the  bill,  as  is  the  usual  practice  in  that, 
•ourt,  ibt'  words  ‘^No  bill  *’  were  written  upon  the  indict- 
mmtOi  and  It  was  sent  down  uncut.  The  clerk  of  the  peace 
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did  not  observe  the  words  “No  bill,”  and  the  woman  being 
called  up  in  her  turn,  was  arraigned,  and  pleaded  gtiiby, 
and  was  sentenced  by  the  Recorder  to  six  months'  hard 
labour.  Shortly  after  she  had  been  sent  down  to  the  New 
Buiiev  prison  the  chief  superintendent  reinaiked  to  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  grand  jury  that  there  had  not  been  a  single  case 
yet  in  which  they  had  not  found  a  hill.  The  ie|)ly  whs, 

“Yc-s  there  has  been  one,”  and  the  case  of  this  woman  was 
mentioned.  This  led  to  further  inquiry,  and  the  facts 
having  been  stated  lo  the  Recorder,  the  learned  gentle¬ 
man  immedi.ately  sent  an  order  for  the  di.scliarge  of  the 
woman,  who  was  so  much  afi’cctcd  on  receiving  the  in- 
telliaence,  that  she  was  immediately  seized  widi  hysterics. 

Great  Flood  at  Sunderland. — Much  damage  to  the 
shipping  in  this  harbour  was  done  by  a  flood  on  .Sunday 
night.  On  Friday  night  it  commenced  raining  very  heavily, 
and  continued  to  do  so  all  day  on  Saturday,  to  a  lite  hour 
in  the  night,  'riie  river  Wear  was,  in  consequence,  much 
s'vrdicn,  blit  about  three  o’clock  on  Sunday  morning,  soon 
after  the  ebb  of  the  tide,  the  fresh  water  from  the  higiier 
parts  ot  the  river  in  Weardale  came  down  in«uch  torrents, 
and  flooded  the  harbour  to  such  an  extent,  that  great  num¬ 
bers  of  ships  and  other  craft  below  ihe  bridge  were  torn  «  „  ,  ,  - ■■■''  "  «i»i*rier  i»er  cent 

from  their  mornings,  ca.st  adrift,  and  hurled  before  the  luiy  t  whence  owIiil^  to  t'lo Con.sols  was  K5A  to  i’ 
of  the  waters  in  all  directions;  the  crash  was  dreadful,  and  j  go.tsii.  in  a  letter  from  ParJ,  olrcnlmed  as 

as  the  waters  were  rushing  iriesi.«tibly  lo  the  mouth  of  the  — . .  ’  '  "  oimrinff 

river,  the  ships  were  driven  .igainst  tacli  other,  and  cau^ed 
the  most  serious  damage.  Sterns,  bows,  bowsprits,  masts, 
htilwurks,  were  crushed,  and  it  is  said  more  than  2U  vesseL 
»vere  complete  wrecks,  and  about  50  mote  greatly  damaged. 
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Four  vessels  weic  sunk  near  the  pier,  and  one  was  diiveii 
to  sea,  and  went  on  shore  near  tlie  riorth  pier,  the  crew 
of  which  were  taken  out  by  means  ot  the  rocket  apparatus. 

'Fhis  state  of  damage  and  direful  alarm  continued  till  day¬ 
light,  when  most  of  the  remaining  ships  were  secured,  and 
the  flood  somewhat  abated.  It  is  said  one  man  was  killed 
and  several  others  dreadfully  injiircd. 

Shocking  Murder.— On  Sunday  morning,  two  labour¬ 
ing  men  were  proceeding  from  Biyborough  to  Kirton-in- 
Lindsey,  in  Lii  colnsbire,  when  they  perceived  the  body 
of  a  man  in  u  lane.  A  dog  was  lying  upon  the  body.  On 
approaching  nearer,  it  was  manifest  that  a  murder  had 
taken  place,  the  throat  of  the  man  being  cut,  and  his  face 
being  very  much  mangled.  The  dog  was  severely  wounded 
also,  but,  faithful  to  his  trust,  would  nut  permit  the  men  to 
approach.  It  was  soon  as'certained  to  lie  the  body  of  Mr 
Copemun,  a  farmer,  of  B'yborough,  an  athletic  ynuiig  man 
about  twenty-six  years  of  age,  who  had  been  to  Kirton  fair 
on  Saturday,  and  liad  continued  there  drinking  until  past 
one  u'cleek  in  the  morning,  wl:cn  he  left  to  go  home.  It 
is  supposed  that  he  must  have  been  either  waylaid  or 
followed  by  several  persons,  us  the  ground  about  where  he 
lay  wa.r  much  traii.plcd,  and  bore  numerous  ma'ks  of 
spiked  boots,  sucli  as  are  worn  by  “navvies.”  Mr  Cope- 
man  was  a  very  powerful  man,  and  a  person  who  would 
make  a  must  desperate  resistance,  and  his  dug,  which  was 
of  the  bull  terrier  species,  would  also  be  a  formidable  anta¬ 
gonist,  so  that  it  is  probable  three  per.<>ons  at  Ids'  must  have 
been  concerned  in  this  horrible  .affair.  It  i.s  nut  known 
w'hal  money  he  had  on  leaving  Kirton,  hut  his  pockets 
were  completely  empty,  and  turned  inside  out,  when  ilie 
body  was  found,  ami  tlie  amount  of.^s.  Gd.  was  scattered 
about  on  the  ground  near  where  he  l.ay.  All  endcavouis 
to  induce  the  dug  to  quit  the  body,  or  allow  it  to  be  removed, 
were  unavailing,  and  it  was  tuund  necessary  to  throw  a 
rope  over  the  neck  and  nearly  strangle  the  faithful  animal 
before  he  would  desist  from  liis  mistaken  guard  over  the 
dead  body  of  his  muster.  Thiee  per.>ons  are  in  custody  ui 
Kirton  House  of  Coireciiun,  on  susp  cioii  of  being  the  mur- ,  ^ 
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first,  as  he  was  the  youngest,  and  Brown  was  about  lo  stick  |  sto<-k 
him  with  his  knile,  when  the  tapiaiii  struck  Brown  with 
an  adze,  and  killed  him.  They  drew  off  his  blood  and 
drank  it,  cutting  his  body  in  str.pes  to  tat.

When  the  other  “casuals”  turned  out  in  | 
the  morning,  deceased  begged  to  be  allowed  to  remain,  j 
Although  the  watchmen  reported  to  the  gule-poiter : 
deceased’s  dangerous  condition,  he  was  left  neglected  in  |  _ 
the  casual  ward  until  between  one  and  t'.vo  o’clock  on  j 
Sunday,  when  he  was  found  dead.  Mr  Kobiiison,  the  house  \ 
surgeon.  Slated  that  he  htard  nothing  of  deceased  until  | 
after  his  death.  Upon  a  po*t-morteni  examination,  he; 
found  that  internally  ho  was  a  mass  of  disease,  and  that  { 
the  cruel  neglect  to  which  he  was  subjected  in  the  watd; 
did  not  cause  his  death.  At  the  request  of  tlie  jury*,  the  ATenigv 
coroner,  accompanied  by  some  of  tbeir  inembera,  inspected 
the  ward.  Upou  the  door  being  opened  the  stench  was 
dreadful.  In  the  ward  there  was  a  raised  bench,  covered 
with  straw,  upon  which  the  paupers  slept.  Opposite  the 
bench  were  open  privies,  and  the  floor  was  damp,  while 
its  sole  ventilution  was  derived  from  an  aperture  in  the 
wall,  caused  by  the  removal  of  a  few  bricks.  The  coroner 
and  jury  denounced  it  as  a  hovel  m  which  they  would  not 
place  a  dog  ;  and  the  jury,  alter  ihne  hours’  inquiry, 
expressed  their  detenniiiaiion  to  return  a  verdict  of  nrsti- 
•laughier  against  the  officiaU,  until  the  bouse  surgeon 
dissuaded  them  from  it  by  assuring  them  the  deceased’s 
death  was  not  caused  by  the  tinwholesomeness  of  the  ward, 
or  the  neglect  he  experienced.  Mr  Pitt  informed  th^:  court
